FRESH EGGS. 


Chicago, March 34.—We hear much 
said about helping the “ poor farmer 1 
make a living. 

How about this? For the past two 
years I have been obtaining fresh eggs 
from friends of mine in the poultry 
business in a smal! town in Wisconsin, 
about 249 miles from Chicago. Each 
week I have placed my aluminum egg 
case, properly addregsed and stamped, 
2 15 ckage mail box near my home. 

ve received a notice from the 
nun advising me that I can no 
longer do this, but must take my egg 
case to a substation. The two main rea- 
sons given are that the package is not 
safe from depredation, and the expendi- 
ture of making such collections is not 
provided for under the prevailing postal 
rates. 

I do not believe any one would take 
an*aluminium egg case, and anyway the 
postoffice would not be responsible. The 
collections are made by a good sized 
auto wagon and I cannot see how this 
would greatly add to the expense, 

However, the real point I wish to 
make is thist These people up in the 
country need the business, and in order 
to help them further I obtained several 
box customers for them. Now there is 
no doubt in my mind that if the postal 
authorities make it hard for people to 
mail back these eggs cases people are 
simply not @oing to do it, and thus the 
box trade of the farmer will stop. I 
suppose I could say that thousands of 
farmers are carrying on this box trade 
business. I have seen these boxes de- 
posited all over the city. Should this 
trade for the farmer not be encouraged 
rather than discouraged? I thought par- 
cel post was instituted in order to en- 


courage just such business.

CIRCUMVENTING CIVIL SERVICE. 


Chicago, March 31.—My own observa- 
‘tion is that civil service means very little 
to the average ex-service man. The law 
presumes that he is entitled to certain 
priv es as to classification and Tat- 
ings, and gives him certain rights as to’ 
being discharged from the service. 
There are many ways in which these 
rights and privileges are ignored by the 
commission. The most common practice 
is to declare that there are no vacancies 
and to discharge men who have already 
passed the civil service examinations and 
have held the jobs in the past, because 
of lack of work, The positions are then 
filled by the so-called temporary appoint- 
ments. 
One of the deplorable features of this 
whole matter is the fact that the law 
intended that honorgbly discharged ex- 
service men should be given the prefer- 
ence, all other things considered equal, 
but that we now find many men who 
have not even been naturalized as citi- 
zens of this country, working under the 
temporary appointment classification.

ROME, April 2.—The plans to give 
the grand Fascist council a constitu- 
tional status as the paramount body 
of the Fuscist state were postponed 
Until next fall ih order to permit time 
for further study, according: to — 
official announcement today. 

The announcement focuses atten- 
tion on the evolution of the Fascist 
state, and how Italy is governed at 
present. 

Italy is ruled by Premier Benito Mus- 
ohni plus the grand council, all the 
members of which Premier Mussolini 
names, either directly or indirectly. 
The same organization which governs 
Italy also governs the Fascist party 
as such, 

Like Vatican Organization. 

The nearest parallel to the Fascist 
government is the Roman Catholic 
church organization. The grand coun- 
cil corresponds to the sacred college of 
cardinals and Premier Mussolini cor- 
responds to the pope. In one, as in 
the other organization, the cardinals 
and council members are appointed 
from above, not selected from below.

Consequently Italy is now governed 
perfunctorily and nominally through 
the old constitution's machinery, on 
which the Fascist will is imposed 
through Premier Mussolini and the 
grand council, it being understood, of 


course,.that all popular election and 


franchi#e, even in their most minute 
forms, have been abolished. The only 
remaining vestige of popular choice 
is a sort of yes or no plebiscite which 
fis to be held on the Mussolini-picked 
personnel of the mext chamber of 
Geputies.

“The Republican party has pulled 
me for over $2,000 in the last five 
years,” he wrote, and they are still 
claiming more now. Thomas W. Over- 
street, the inspector, and Elton Kirk- 
land, money order clerk, are to blame 
for it all. They have done everything 
against me that they could. » They 
have framed me. 

“These donations are responsible 
for my financial condition. What they 
have taken away from me is why I 
am in debt today.” a

son, postmaster at Ocilla, Ga., to be 
sent in turn to Ben J. Davis, Negro 
Republican national committeeman for 
Georgia, in Atlanta.

Peterson, who was first appointed

Last February government investi- 
gators checked the postmaster’s cash 
accounts. The result of their inquiry 
was not revealed. 

Postmaster Peterson received a tel- 
egram Saturday announcing the ap- 
pointment of L. L. Sutton to succeed 
him. That night, members of his fam- 
ily said, he spent several hours * 
ing letters, and the following morning 
received Mr. Sutton at the postoffice 
and delivered the keys to the office to 
him. 

He then was said to have asked 
Kirkland to take him for a ride in the 
country. They left in Kirkland’s au- 
tomobile and nothing further was 
heard of them until passing motorists 
found their bodies in the machine on 
a highway about three miles from 
here.
